consisting of August Schoonmaker, Henry A. 
Richmond and John Jay, out of office by the 
simple act of appointing their successors. In- 
quiry developed the fact that Governor Hill | 
had not only appointed a new commission, but 
that it had already qualified, held a meeting 
and started the work of cleaning out of the of- 
ficials of their predecessors. Th 
sion is composed of General Daniel E. Sickles, 
of New York city; James H. Manning, of the 
Albany Argus, and son of the late Secreta 
Manning, and Major George H. Treadwell, 
also of this city. The new appointees filed 
their oaths of office with the secretary of state 
this afternoon and met in their 
capitol with closed doors. The 
new board was to- remove Chief Examiner 
Potts and appoint John R. Riley, of Platts- 
burgh, in his stead. These commissioners, 
whose appointment by the governor is author- 
ized by chapter 354 of the laws of 1883, can 
hold no other office under the state. Their 
salary is $2,000 per year and traveling ex- 
penses, 

Last summer the governor wrote to the de- 
posed commissioners asking for their resigna- 
tions, saying that the office of thelcommissioner 
was merely to help the governor, and they had 
been appointed by another governor (Cleve- 
As they had, therefore, held over two 
lill’s) term, he thouget it was 
Tiis part io make the fequest.

The Newcastle City Goes Down Off. Naa- 
tucket—Other Disasters. 

BALTIMORE, December 29.—Captain Seavey, 
of the schooner Agnes I. Grace, at this port 
from Boston, reports that on the 26th instas he 
was passing South Shoal light ship off Nan- 
tucket, he saw a small boat put .off from the 
light ship, a mile distant, and bore down to 
meet her. Captain Thornton of the British 
steamer, Newcastle City, from Newcastle for 
New York, who was on board the small boat, 
reported that his ship had been lost, with a 
heavy cargo of assorted merchandise, on the 
morning of the preceding day. The crew, all 
told, numbered twenty-five and. they had. 
sought refuge on the light ship. It appears 
from the statement of Captain Thornton that 
his vessel was on the inside, between the light 
ship and land where the water is 20 to 30 fath- 
omssdeep, while the steamer drew over 25. 

‘ When asked 5 Captain Seavey how it oc- 
curred, he replied that his ship ‘took bottom.” 
The sea was very high at the time, and the 
,bottom of the Newcastle City was crushed in 
when she struck hard sand.. The officers and 
crew had much difticulty in escaping from the 
wreck. Captain Thornton made no request to 
be taken on board the schooner, and returned 
to the lightship. 

The steamer was a screw vessel of 2,129 
gross and 1,384 net tons, She was 285 feet 
ong, thirty-six feet broad and twenty-four feet 
deep, and was built at West Hartlepool, Eng- 
land, in 1882. 

The steamer’s cargo, consisting of iron, cc- 
ment and firebricks, was valued at $75,000and

He bore himself with simple dignity ‘among 
great men and millionaires, and was unaf- 
fected and kind in his intercourse with the 
poor. This was his line of conduct as the 
friend and adviser of Governor Cleveland, 
and also asa member of President Cleve- 
Jand’s cabinet. 

Against such a man there could be little 
real opposition. He commanded the re- 
spect of all parties, and there was general 
rejoicing over his success. 

There isa lesson inthe life of this man 
that our young people would do well to 
profit by. While we cannot rank Mr. Man- 
ning among the greatest of Americans, his 
gareer merits the study and the emulation 
of the average citizen.

Some time ago the Hon. Charles H. Tay- 
ler, the colored democtatic minister to 
Liberia, who, by the way, is now visiting 
Atlanta, addressed an open’ letter to Gov- 
ernor J. B. Foraker, of Ohio, in which he 
asked that functionary several hard ques- 
tions. 

Minister Taylor calle@Governor Foraker’ s 
attention to the fact that the republicans 
emancipated the negroes simply gs a war 
necessity. After reviewing the conduct of 
the republicans towards his race for the past 
quarter of a ceifturp or so, he makes the 
point that under the present democratic ad- 
ministration the rights of the negroes are as 
much respected as ever. He furthermore 
expresses the belief that Governor Foraker’s 
party has no use for the negro, unless it can 
faake him vote the republican ticket, and 
after his vote is secured, it has no further 
use for him. 

Now, says Minister Taylor, after this ex- . 
perience, why not try the democrats a 
while? Why not try them for say a quarter 
of acentury? The republicans have never 
reimbursed the negroes for their losses in 
the Freedman’s bank, and they have held 
the Blair educational bill back.

The Color Line a Philadelphia. 

The color line in the north is becoming a 
mationai issue. 

Following the Chicago exposures, in 
which the discriminations against the col- 
red people of that city are shown to be the 
outeome of bitter race prejudice, comes a 
similiar story from Philadelphia. The 
Philadelphia News, a republican organ of

The James Forten school, Composed of colored 
pupils, expected to find a colored principal in its 
Christmas stocktug, but when it went to look at the 
stocking it was empty. 

At the first glance It would seem that if a colored 
principal of proper ability and education could be 
found the James Forten school ought to have him: 
but the sectional school board, that has been trying 
to dispose of the matter, sees danger in such a selec- 
tion. 


Aud the danger is real, for, if a colored man is 
elected to fill the vacancy, all the white teachers 
will resign, and no competent colored teachers can 
be found to fill their places, 

This would leave the school in a worse position 
than it is at present, tor it would cloce it up as tight 
a5 an oyster on « sand flat at low tide.

And yet 
right here in Atlanta every colored public 
school is taught by colored teachers. The 
only exceptions are in the colored univer- 
‘sities, which are private institutions, and 
are directed from the north; these have 
white professors. 

Only a few weeks ago the republican 
organs of the cotuitry became terribly ex- 
cited over the Georgia Glenn bill, whieh 
simply sought to prevent the co-education 
of the races, on the ground that-it was bet- 


| ter for both that ample educational oppor- 


tunities be afforded each race, but that each 
must enjoy them separately. We find that 
in Philadelphja, at this time, the white 
teachers of a colored school will resign if a 
colored teacher @put among them. Now 
what has the republican press to say, after 
attacking the Georgia idea of keeping tite 
races separate, of the northern idea of white 
teachers abandoning their work rather than 
associate with one of another color. 

To be frank, wedo not blame the white 
teachers, nor would we blame colored 
teachers for refusing to work with white 
teachers, in colored schools. There are 
plenty of intelligent colored people to ca- 
pably fill every position required to teach 
the children of their own race, but race 
prejudice in the north takes this work out 
of their hands. 

In pushing this question the republican 
party will find that it is playing with a two- 
edged tool. The colored man has found 
out that it does not pay to be blindly led by 
schemers whose only object is the de- 
liverance of his vote, and, as he throws off 
the shackles of party slavery, the wounds 
which he has been-made to suffer, show the 
true character of the treatment to which he 
has been subjected.

What authority the statement in the 
Times is-based on we do not know, but we 
do know that if Mr. Cleveland pursues the 
course mapped out for him, demoeratic har- 
mony will be assured, and the party will 
achieve victory next year without any 
trouble. Such an achievement as this is 
worthy the attention even ofa president, 
and it is to be hoped that the Times is not 
merely formulating its own desires when it 
outlines the probable policy of Mr. Cleve- 
land. . 

In all Tue CONSTITUTION has said about 
the tariff, and revenue laws, it has had but 
one aim; its purpose and its poliey tend in 
but one direction—the building up of this 
section, the development of the industrial 
resources of thesouth. It believes that this 
should be the policy of every southern dem- 
ocrat, and it believes thaf such a policy fs 
no more inconsistent with democratic prin- 
ciples than the loud democratie call since 
the war for federal aid for inggrnal imyprove- 
ments. 

We know very well under what policy the 
north and east have prospered, and we 
know very well that under. this policy the 
south would prosper in: even a greater de- 
gree. We know that any legislation which 
even squints at free trade will. carry the 
south back to the hopeless agricultural pe- 


retrogression. All that Tue ConstTiruTIon 
has said in favor of protection to American 
industries has been in behalf of southern 
progress and development. All that it has 
said has been in behalf of democratic suc- 
cessin 1888, 

However patriotic Mr. Watterson and- 
Mr. Carlisle may be, there is one thing to be 
done to insure democratic success. Con- 
necticut and New Jersey must be carried 
with Mr. Cleveland’s message as the plat- 
form.of the party. We do not know whether 
the president is advised of the uproar that 
‘has been caused in North Carolina by his 
message, but we do know that it is neces- 
sary for the democrats.to carry North Caro- 
lina in 1888. Enthusiasm often misleads 
the most_ acute minds. It has misled Mr. 
Morrison, and it will mislead many other 

men. . 

But if the president proposes to follow 
the programme outlined for him by the 
Times, all will be well. At least the south 
will remain solid, and the south isan itm 
portant factor in a national campaign.

Ah Observer Notes a Few Peculiarities 
Which Obtain in That Territory. 


“T think,’’ says a writerin the San Francisco 
Chronicle, “Montana must be altogether a pleasant 
country. Democracy ssems to obtain in a form 
which would perhaps please the anarchist, if the 
anarchist did not want all things and all people to 
work for his personal comfort. The gamblin 
heuses there are all.proudly labeled, so that you 
cannot mistake them for churches or private resi- 
dences. ‘Licensed Gambling House’ is there in full, 
big print, and in those exciting establishments 
white men ard women, negroes, Chinese and In- 
dians gamble in utter . annihilation of 
race prejudices. Money bet levels all ranks in 
race and makes the white, yellow and red men 
brothers, perhaps with the same’ difference in 
personal ideas of value as the chips. The most 
prominent hotel is looked upon as palatial. The 
bedrooms are six feet by four. One ¢an understand 
why they gamble there. But Montana is not any 
worse than California used to be. There were some 
placos in this state where woman’'srights had reach- 
ed a painful settlement by the adoption by women 
of men’s privileges. A friend of mine tells how 
once he was staging it through a rough mining 
country, and in the stage were two ladies going fron 
one mining camp to another in pursuil: of change of 
air. The snow was doep on the ground, and my 
friend bauled out his pocket flask amd handed it 
very politely to the other men in thecoach. They 
took a sip and when he had taken one himself he 
prepared to put it back in his pocket. The two 
ladies had watched the proceeding closely, and 
when they saw him p-epate to putit away one of 
them burst out: 

“ ‘Say, Sal, geton to the sonofa gun. He ain’t 
even goin’ to offer psja drink.’ ”’ 


Georgia’s Rallroads. 
From the Jacksonville, Fla., Times-Union. 

Georgia is pot exactly enjoying 
but it is experiencing a remarkabie season, of pro-. 
gress in railway construction, This buiiding of 
new roads and extending of old lines has been go- 
ing on for three or four y ears, and there are no in- 
dications yet thatitis abont to comé to an end; in 
fact, it seems that itis destined to continue for a 
good many years longer. 

When the railroad ,eczamission. law of Georgia 
wnt into effect less than a few years ago it was the 
ery all over the state that the railroad companies 
would be bankrupted, capital kept out of the state, 
and the people ruined. Many of the roads eut 
down their free pass lists, made a show of the most 
stringent economy and threatened'to seriously im- 
pair their train service. (None,-we believe, were 
so exasperated as to strike a blow at the Gospel and 
take up the half fare cards of the ministers.) It was 
was not long, however, before it was iound by prae- 
tical experience that the commissioners had aeted - 
in the main with wisdom and fairness, and that , 
they were prompt to correct such errors as’ were - 
made in puttting a new and ultried system of state 
control into operation. The railroads began to 
prosper as they had not prospered in years before; ; 
there was a demand for better tracks, bs engines | 
and better cars; both freight and passenge® traffic 
increased as the almost prohibitory tariff were ré- | | 
duced, and the people were delighted with the suc- | 
cess of the reformatory measures. 

Progress was the watch-word in Georgia, In. 1881 | 
the legislature rose to the demands Of the occasion | 
and authorized the extending of the Macon and 
Brunswick road to Rome, making it a trunk line in 
direct competition gith the Western and Atlantic 
road, which was and is the property of the state, 
It was said that the latter road would be ruined or 
greatly depreciated in value. This prediction preved 
not.to be prophetic. The new line was built, and it- 
prospered., The state road prospered also, and today 
is worth more money than it was in 1881. Neither 
the commission nor competition killed it, 

There have been hundreds of miles of new road 
ruilt in Georgia since the commission was estab- 
lished, and the good work is still going on. There 
are many new roads now being constructed, and 
both home and outside capital is freely invested in 
them. Besides, they are not backed by any land 
grants or Other bount’es, and several of them are 
being extended throvgh thinly settled and only 
partially developed sections of the state. Legitimate 
railroading in Georgia ison a safer basis today than 
it has ever been before in the whole history of the 
state. 

We s:ncerely believe that the future of our Florida 
railroads is equally as bright as that of Georgia's 
roads, Our state must experience a most gratifying 
development in the near future. We havea broad- 
mindel, firm and discreet railroad commission‘ 
composed of men who have at héart the true iiter- 
ests of the roads as well as the people, and who are 
ready to correct anyverfor they maymake. This 

fact should itself be a source of gratification to every 
person interested in Florida railroads as well as to 
the people generally. 

Georgia's railroad systems wil] seen be Mnked 
with those of Florida by new lines, and we have 
the assurance that.a bright future is ahead for both

After about fifteen minutes 
had been spent in this magger, a healthy 
young dominick hén that. was laying eggs 
every day, and had shown no signs of even 
desiring to set, stepped out from among the 
rest and took her position by the side of the 
sick hen. Upon this, the mother hen gave a 
few faint “‘chirps,’’ which all the chicks an- 
swered with a “chirp.”” Then the mother 
looked towards the dominick and gave two 
or three ‘‘clucks,”’ to which the dominick 
responded for the first time with ‘‘eluck! 
eluck!’’ and the chickens answered with 
“neep! peep!’’ in concert, and ali rushed up 
to the dominick. The mother hen gave two 
or three more farewell ‘“‘chirps’’ and the new 
mother walked off withthe brood, clucking 
and scratching as vigorously for them as 
though she had herself batched the brood. 
The dominick and brood never went near the 
mother hen again. She died the next day; 
and dominick hovered and faithfully raised 
the chicks committed to her trust. 

Whatever others may think of this, it seemed 
to the writer and those who witnessed the 
transaction as genuine a case of giving away 
children before death as we witness amon 
human kind.

The First Colvred Voter. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

The first colored man to vote in the United 
States livesin Perih Amboy; N. J: The matrwvho 
enjoys this proud distinction is Thomas Peterson 
more familiarly known to his neighbors as ‘‘Tom 
Mundy.”’ The fifteenth amendment was adopted 
March 30, 1870, and was published in the morning 
pap2rs the next day. On Mareh 31 a special elec- 
tion was held in Perth Amboy to decide whether a 
new city charter wasto be adopted. Peterson was 
the first negro in Perth Amboy who went to the 
poilsand deposited a vote, and since it has been 
proved beyond a doubt that there was no other elec- 
tion, either rezular or special, in any other town or 
village in the United States, the reputation of being 
the first negto voter belongs to him; As Peterson 
himself puts it: ‘“‘The chance of there having been 
an election prior thereto is of the most homeopathic 
and infinitesima! small kind,”’ 

Decoration day, 1884, was a red-letter day to 
Peterson. On that day a mejal was puplicly pre- 
sente 1 to him by the citizens of Perth Amboy. It 
is a large one of solid gold. Onits faceis'a medal- 
lion of Abraham Lincoln; on the réverse is the in- 
scription :

The presentation speech was made by William 
Patterson, now a judgeof court of errors and ap- 
peals, in the city council chamber, Ex-Mayor Chap- 
man, of Perth Amboy, presiding. 

Peterson was bornin Metuchen, N, J.,-in 1824, 
when his father lived at service in the Mundy fam- 
ily. Heis, therefore, 63 years of age. mother 
is stHl living, being over 90 years of age. Peterson 
is now @ man of'some prominence in his town. He 
has many times served on the county grand jury. A 
brother was recently elected a justice ofthe peace in 
Plainfield, N. J. 

Eight Hundred Dollars for an Egg.

At Mr. J. C. Stevens’s auction rooms, in 
King street, Covent garden, this week, a large num- 
ber of ornithologists assembled to witness the sale 
ot an egg of the great aak, . 

Before offering the lot Mr. Stevens remarked that 
in 1880 two eggs-of this bird, both of which had 
been broken, were sold by him, and that they fetch- 
ed 100 and 102 guineas respectively. Of the record- 
ed eggs twentp-five were in cighteen museums and 
forty-one in nineteen private collections—forty-three 
out of the sixty-one being in Great Britain.

There are 137 of these 
gentiemen, and all of them will see this article 
in today’s CONSTITUTION,
